“There is no evidence to indjeate 
he was killed by anyone who knew 
him. I believe he was killed by 
someone unknown to him,” the 
chief said. “There is also no ques- 
tion of an accMlent. It was murdéer 
and nothing else.” 

SINCE THE, BOY'S clothes were 
disarranged when the body was 
discovered, medical officials are in- 
vestigating the possibility he hed 
been the victim of a sex pervert, As 
yet there is no confirmation of this.

This permanent com- 
mittee would comprise premiers of 
the 10 governments, or their ap-

Other proposals, which Health 
Minister Claxton said Sunday night 
will be “carefully considered” by 
the economic committee which he 
heads, include: 

Uniformity of provincial succes- 
sion duty legislation; collection by 
the dominion of personal income 
and corporation taxes for the prov- 
inces; equalization of provincial 
corporation taxes; payment of old- 


without means test; assumption by 
the dominion of full financial ve- 
sponsibility for employable unem- 
ployed and 75 per cent of assist- 
ance cost to unemployables; co-op- 
eration by all governments and in- 
dividuals in expanding export trade. 

THE DOMINION was urged to 
vacate entirely such tax fields as 
succession duties, gasoline, amuse- 
ment, race track pari-mutuels, 
security transfers and electricity. 
“Effective” recognition of provin- 
cial priority in mining and logging 
taxation also was sought. 

In its argument against accept- 
ance of the dominion proposals, the 
submission said the “almost inevit- 
able result” of such a course would 
be the “ultimate abandonment of 
the federal system in favor of a 
unitary system of government in 
Canada”, 

OBJECTIONS to specific domin- 
fon proposals, first made Aug. 6 
and further discussed by a steering 
committee of premiers in Ottawa 
late in November, were listed as 
follows: 

1, Ontario could not accept the 
proposition that concentration of 
financial and administrative power 
provides a satisfactory solution to 
economie and social problems, 

2. Provincial fiscal autonomy 
could only be preserved if each 
province imposed its own taxes. 

3. Provinces should have flexible 
and ‘productive revenue sources 
without necessity of appealing to 
the dominion. 

4. Alternative sources of revenue 
should be available if profits from 
alcoholic beverages and gasoline 
taxes declined, 

5. Financial stringency under 
dominion proposals would tend to 
¢reate pressure for more extensive 
consumer taxes, 

6. Payment of large unconditional 
subsidies violate@ the principle that 
a government autonomous in its 
own jurisdiction should be respon- 
sible for raising the money it spent. 

7. Subsidies are based on an in- 
dex of gross national production 
involving arbitrary adjustments and 
estimates difficult to check. 

8. Continuation of centralized 
power to levy personal income and 
corporation taxes and succession 
duties for another three years 
would operate against reversion to 
provincial taxes in these fields.

health services added to Ontario's 
curtailed 1945-46 budget would 
cause a $15,000 deficit. In addition, 
it was claimed, the dominion sub- 
sidy to Ontario would not rise as 
rapidly the province's revenue from 
direct taxes because of progressive 
‘tax rates. 

Tax agreements reached in 1942, 
now terminated, provided that the 
provinces forego rights to personal 
income and corporation taxes for 
the war's duration and the next 
full fiscal year in return for fixed 
annual payments, These agree- 
ments provided the provinces suf- 
ficient revenue in wartime, the 
submission contended, but now it 
was “absolutely necessary for the 
provincial governments to increase 
their expenditure very greatly if 
they are to proceed with develop- 
ment work” needed for orderly ex- 
pansion of production and extended 
use of resources. 

REFERRING TO Foreign Ex- 
change Control board operations, 
the submission suggested the Dom- 
inion government make available 
to provincial and municipal govern- 
ments foreign exchange required 
to meet external obligations at 
parity of exchange and in return 
the provinces should agree that all 


future provincial and municipal 


borrowings be restricted to Cana- 


dian currency, 


FIRST OF PROVINCES 
TO OPPOSE PROPOSALS 
OTTAWA, Jan. 7. — (CP) — On- 
tario last night became the first of 
the Dominion’s nine provinces to 
oppose flatly proposals that the in- 
come, corporation and succession 
tax fields be surrendered to the 
Federal government for fixed 
grants-in-aid based on population. 
OF FOUR PROVINCES which 
have made formal counter-pro- 
posals to those put forward by the 
federal government at the Domin- 
ion-provincial conference last Aug- 
ust, Ontario is the only one which 
has stated definitely it wants a 
share in the income and corpora- 
tion tax fields and exclusive rights 
on succession duties and other 
taxes within its boundaries. 
British Columbia, Alberta and 
Manitoba in their counter-pro- 
posals have indicated a willingness 
to surrender certain taxation rights, 
providing some conditions were 
met by the federal government. 
NOVA SCOTIA, New Brunswick 
and Prince Edward Island have yet 
to make formal submissions, but 
the heads of their governments

sidies from the Dominion were 
sufficiently high. 

Premier Maurice Duplessis of 
Quebec has not committed himself 
on the federal proposals, but in 
statements he has indicated clearly 
that his government is opposed to 
any agreements, taxation or other- 
wise, which might lessen the auton- 
omy of his province, 

The only immediate comment 
from federal sources on the federal 
proposals came from Health Minis- 
ter Claxton, who said that the brief 
will be carefully studied by the 
Dominion government, Mr. Clax- 
ton is chairman of the conference's 
economic committee, 

RELEASE of the Ontario brief 
was the first’ indication that there 
was any widespread difference be- 
tween what the provinces wanted 
and what the federal government 
had offered. 

Finance Minister Isley said in 
the Commons last month that the 
provincial premiers had made it 
clear they did not consider the pro- 
posed federal subsidies to be suf- 
ficiently high. 

In return for exclusive rights in 
the income, corporation and suc- 
cession tax fields, the federal gov- 
ernment offered to subsidize the 
provinces at the rate of $12 per 
capita on the basis of population. 

MR. ILSLEY SAID the provinces 

felt the subsidy was not sufficiently 
high and some wanted it raised to 
$17. He said the difference between 
|what the provinces wanted and 
what the Dominion offered might 
amount to between $100,000,000 and 
$300,000,000 annually. 

British Columbia’s position was 
outlined in a brief presented to the 
co-ordinating committee of the con- 
ference when it met Nov. 26. Pre- 
mier John Hart said his govern- 
ment was ready to consider federal 
administration in the income, cor- 
poration and inheritance tax fields 
for a trial period. 

PREMIER ERNEST MANNING 

of Alberta put forward the views of 
his government in a_ brief made 
|public here Nov. 30 following ad- 
journment of the co-ordinating 
committee’s meetings. The brief 
asked the federal government to 
adopt the essential doctrines and 
policies of the Social Credit party 
in conjunction with the writing of 
a new agreement on Dominion-pro- 
vincial relations. 

The CCF government of Sask- 
atchewan has preseitted no formal 
brief, but Premier T. C. Douglas 
has told the conference that he did 
not agree that surrender of certain 
taxation rights meant any loss of 
authority for the provinces. 

A FORMAL BRIEF on behalf of 
Manitoba was presented by Premier 
Stuart Garson who expressed will- 
ingness to abandon certain tax 
fields to the Dominion. 

In return the Dominion would 
assume all responsibility for the 
payment of relief to employable 
persons out of work, pensions to 
the aged and blind, would increase 
subsidies to the provinces, and pay 
supplemental grants in some cases 
and enter into agreements which 
would provide the province with 
credit adequate to support their 
share of capital expenditure in 
carrying out the national post-war 
program.

Mr. Claxton was asked whether 
the Ontario brief, because of its 
opposition, might lead to a break- 
up of the conference, such as 
occurred during dhe first confer- 
ence in 1941, when the Ontario 
delegation, led by Mitchell Hep- 
burn, then premier, withdrew on 
the ground wartime was not the 
time to remold the constitution. 

“Oh, no, not at all,” he replied, 
and referred to his expressed hope 
in the statement that the discus- 
sions would “proceed speedily” to 
find the best means of reaching the 
conference goal. 


Until he has received the Ontario 
government's official copy of its 
submission for the Dominion-prov- 
incial conference, Premier Ernest 
Manning has no comment to make, 
he told the press on Monday.

SAYS VIEWS DIFFER 
FROM JOHN BRACKEN’S 


OTTAWA, Jan. 7.—(CP)—M. J. 
Coldwell, national CCF leader, said 
today in a prepared statement that 
objections made by Ontario's Pre- 
mier Drew to the federal govern- 
ment’s Dominion-provincial pro- 
posals were in conflict with the ex- 


pressed views of John Bracken, Na- 
tional Progressive Conservative 


leader. 

MR. COLDWELL said he was 
basing his comment only on news- 
paper summaries of the Ontario 
government’s stand, announced last 
night, but they indicated “patriotic 
Canadiens need to be concerned 
with the building of one nation as 
well as the establishment of one 
world.” 

The suggestion made by Mr. 
Drew for the establishment of a! 
nation adjustment fund to make in- 
creased revenue available to less 
prosperous provinces was “totally 
inadequate.” 

“He forgets that the rich province 
of Ontario is rich because every 
other part of Canada pays tribute 
to its financial and industrial in- 
stitutions,” said Mr, Coldwell. “He 
forgets that all Canada has the 
right to demand revenues from 
these institutions for the social and 
economic welfare of all Canada. 

“COL. DREW is obviously in con- 
flict with the very explicit state- 
ments of his national leader, Mr. 
Bracken ... Mr. Bracken supported 
the transfer to the Dominion of the 
principal taxation fields Mr. Drew 
seeks to retain for Ontario.” 


The CCF leader quoted Mr. 
Bracken as saying confederation 
was designed to achieve “a single 
national economy, as distinguished 
from a number of provincial econ- 
omies.” 

“Canada is surely one nation and 
all its citizens must have the same 
privileges; as well as the same re- 
sponsibilities," Mr. Coldwell con- 
tinued, “Mr, Drew’s statement de- 
nies that, for acceptance of his pro- 
posals will penalize Canadians who 
live in provinces not so fortunately 
situated as Ontario, which enjoys 
not only great natural wealth but 
also the tribute exacted by indus- 
try and finance, 

“MR. DREW'S STATEMENT, 
then, appears to be a blow directed 
against the continuance of that 
national unity which enabled us to 
wage war successfully and which 
alone will enable us to meet the 
problems of peace.”

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A Labor Shortage Coming? 


Hon, Humphrey Mitchell and Hon. C. 
D. Howe join in advising business con- 
cerns which are short-handed to take on 
the additional men they need while the 
taking is good. Spring, the ministers say, 
will open up a fast growing demand that 
may result in a labor shortage. 

This sounds like a daring prediction, for 
there are considerable numbers of unem- 
ployed now in all the larger centres, and a 
peacetime labor shortage would be some- 
thing new. No one, however, is better situ- 
ated to forecast the situation six months 
hence than the Dominion ministers of labor 
and reconstruction. 

They have all the information, as to 
construction programs, the outlook for 
materials, the re-shifting of population 
from war-congested areas. They have also 
official responsibility which forbids the 
painting of rainbows unless the promise is 
supported by solid facts and realistic 
thinking. 

Every person will hope that this fore- 
cast of full employment proves to be cor- 
rect, will be disappointed if it turns out to 
be wrong—and not at all backward about 
voicing the disappointment fn hot criticism 
of the prophets. 

It is to be supposed the officials took 
the latter point into consideration before 
they gave out the forecast. Which is an- 
other reason to feel confidence in the 
cheering — if optimistic-looking — predic- 
tion. The ministers went out on a limb, 
which they were not at all likely to do if 
the facts and figures did not add up to 
their conclusion. 


Billion-Dollar -Thinking 


Accustomed as Canadians are to the 
billion-dollar thinking engendered by war- 
time financial operations, the New Year 
review by President John D. Buchanan of 
the Canadian Life Insurance Officers’ As- 
sociation presents figures which stagger 
the imagination. 

Since the beginning of hostilities, this 
review reveals the amount of protection in 
force in Canada has increased from $6,700,- 
000,000 to nearly $10,000,000,000. The 
companies invested more than $1,500,000,- 
000 in war and victory loans. Some $1,- 
000,000,000 has ‘been paid to Canadian 
policyholders or their beneficiaries, $30,- 
000,000 on account of deaths from over- 
Seas service. 

Most pre-war policies were free of res- 
ervations with regard to death in war and 
many of the companies are again issuing 
policies without war restrictions, Cana- 
dian companies are also insurance export- 
ers. More than one-third of their policies 
are held outside Canada. They serve the 
entire world. 

Other interesting and surprising fig- 
ures in Mr. Buchanan's review show that 
Canada’s civilian death rate in wartime 
was lower than pre-war rate. This is the 
more remarkable because many of the 
select risks were in the armed forces and, 
as Mr. Buchanan expresses it, “the vast 
movement of both civilian and troops has a 
tendency to spread infectious diseases and 
a large proportion of the population suf- 
fered fatigue from overwork and increased 
werry.” 

He suggests that “the improvement 
was due, first, to advances made in medi- 
cine, including the increased use of sulfa 
drugs and penicillin, the greater knowledge 
of the use of blood plasma and transfu- 
sions, and the mass employment of x-rays; 
second, to the excellent work done by pub- 
lic health authorities in the control of in- 
fectious diseases; third, to the steady in- 
comes of the people; fourth, to the trend 
towards better care of health on the part 
of individuals.” 

It is this fourth reason which is most 
significant — and illuminating — although 
all are important. Such social services as 
tend to provide incomes which would 
otherwise be lacking—unemployment in- 
surance, widow's allowances, old age pen- 
sions and children’s allowances—these ac- 
quire a new importance in the knowledge 
that in raising the standard of living and 
relieving worry and distress they also

LONDON, Jan, 7—(CP)—Rev. 
Geoffrey Francis Fisher, Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, will visit 
Canada and the United States next 
September, it was announced last 
night. 

HE HAS ACCEPTED an invita- 
tion from the Primate of the Angli- 
can church of Canada to attend a 
general synod at Winnipeg, Sept. 4 
and from the presiding bishop of 


the Protestant Episcopal church in 
the United States to attend a gen- 
eral convention at Philadelphia 
Sept. 8.

ada said this would be the first time 
an Archbishop of Canterbury has 
visited the Dominion. However, 
there have been visits to Canada 
by archbishops of York in 1919 and 
last year). 

IT 1S EXPECTED that Dr. Fish- 
er, at 58 one of the youngest arch- 
bishops of Canterbury in modern 
times, will visit other Canadian 
and United States cities and per- 
haps Newfoundland, But a Church 
of England source said a detailed 
itinerary has not yet been prepared, 

Dr. Fisher has been at Lambeth 
Palace, residence of the archbish- 
ops of Canterbury, only since last 
April when he was enthroned as 
successor to Archbishop Temple 
who died after three years in of- 
fice. 

IN HIS enthronement sermon Dr. 
Fisher called for “a Christian faith 
which {is not ashamed to be definite, 
explicit and binding,” and exhorted 
the church and the nation to stand 
together in the post-war years. 

The son of an Anglican rector, 
Dr. Fisher was ordained while 


teaching at Marlborough College! 


from 1911 to 1914. He then became 
head of Repton School at the age 
of 27. Although he had no par- 
ochia! experience, he was named 
Bishop of Chester in 1932 and 
seven years later became Bishop of 
London. 

Dr. Fisher has six children, four 
of whom served in the armed 
forces, It is not known at present 
whether his wife will accompany 
him to Canada and the United 
States.

McLean Jumps 159 Ft. 


5,000 Ski Fans Thrilled 
At Conner’s Hill Exhibitions 


Connor’s Hill Sunday after- 
noon and received a big thrill 
at the Edmonton Ski Club's 
annual exhibitions. 

“Taking off” from the big scaf- 
fold was the feature attraction for 
the large crowd, which saw 17 sen- 
fors come roaring down the slide, 
jump, control their balance and 
land—some completing the trick 
perfectly, and others giving the 
fans some added excitement with 
the odd spill. 

EACH TOOK TWO jumps and 
when the points, for the jumps and 
form, were added up, Barney Mc- 
Lean, 1944 North American com- 


bined ski champion, led with 354 
points, Barney, a member of the 
USAAF stationed here, made the 
two longest jumps of the day—158 
on the first try and bettering it by 
one foot, 159, the second time. 

Barney's other points were on 
form, He was awarded 18 on his 
first leap and 19 on the second. Per- 
fect form would receive 20 points 
and Barney was certainly worthy 
of his points. 

McLean, however, failed in one 
thing he was out to do—break the 
record for the Edmonton Ski Club 
jump. His effort fell just three feet 
short of the 162-foot mark. 

DICK MOVITZ, inter-mountain 
jumping champ for 1942, who is also 
stationed in the‘city as a member 
of the USAAF, couldn't match Mc- 
Lean on the jumps, but was right 
behind him with leaps of 144 and 
147 feet. 

The crowd got a big “bang” out 
of seeing a Camrose lad, Irvin 
Servold, who is just 12 years of 
age, make excellent jumps of 112! 
and 119 feet—an outstanding dis- 
tance for a boy his age and weight. 
He finished eighth among the Icad- 
ers in the senior jumping. 

Also among the top eight were 
Ole Hovind, Bob Jackson, Bill Mc- 
Coy and Don Moore, all of the 
Edmonton club, and Clarence Ser- 
vold of Camrose. 

TO END THE OFFICIAL jump- 
ing exhibitions, Dick Movitz, Barney 
McLean and Ole Hovind teamed 
up for a triple jump—Moivtz and) 
McLean making a long jump hand 
in hand and Hovind following just 
a few feet behind. It was a pleasing 
stunt for the fans.

“When it is realized that nearly 
15,000 men have been released from 
the services in this part of Alberta 
already, and that only 762 of them 
need the unemployed benefit right 
in the dead of winter, the situation 
doesn’t look bad,” Mr. Proctor said. 

SURVEYS CONDUCTED by of- 
ficials of the veterans’ department 
have indicated that few veterans 
will be forced to remain on the 
unemployed list when work opens 
up in the spring, the district ad- 
ministrator claimed.

She knows more 
than she ever did before about 
food values and balanced meals, 
and she has also learned how to 
make lower grades and less inter- 
esting types of food palatable. This 
knowledge improves her family’s 
health and helps the budget. 

Thefe is a great question, how- 
ever, about how much of this new- 
ly acquired wisdom will stick. The 
need for better nutritional health 
among Canadian people was not 
just a war emergency. When the 
number of men turned down by 
the draft because of defects dir- 
ectly traceable to nutritional de- 
ficiencies is considered, it is ap- 
preciated how little Canadians 
knew about proper feeding before 
the war began. 

THERE ARE, and always have 
been, people in Canada who do 
not get enough to eat. Even today 
50 per cent of the people can't pat- 
tern all their eating habits after 
the “basic seven” foods we've 
heard so much about—because they 
can’t afford it! 

That doesn’t necessarily mean

ting the proper nutrients in diet, 
has become a familiar term. Then 
there's “hollow hunger,” which 
comes from eating insufficient food. 
The rest of the world is suffering 
from that in far greater proportion 
than Canadians are, Last of all, 
there’s “humdrum” hunger, which 
is brought on by housewives and 
cooks who care too little about 
their jobs to contribute imagination 
and variety to the food they feed 
their families. 

DR. ROBERT S. HARRIS, of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy, recently pointed out that mal- 
nutrition (eating the wrong things) 
is worse for people than under-nu- 


trition, “Balanced starvation is 
better than unbalanced plenty,” 
he said. Poor balance in diet is | 
far more Jikely to cause pathology | 
than is the right food in too little | 
quantity, 


A good deal has been learned | 
about nutrition. And the know- | 
ledge shouldn't be abused now that 
things are getting back to normal. | 
Mothers who have this essential | 
knowledge should use it to good | 
advantage if they wish to have 
well-nourished, happy families. 

There's scarcely a housewife who | 
hasn't learned during the war years 
a great deal more than she ever 
knew about marketing. Now some 
are apt to have more money than 
they have had in a long time. But 
that’s no reason for forgetting the 
economic lessons learned of nec- 
essity. It’s possible to avoid all the 
hungers—hidden, bollow, and hum- 
drum—if the housewife knows her 
business as a planner, a buyer and 
a cook,

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Last of the wartime “accelerated” 
graduation classes in dentistry, and 
last but one in medicine, doctors’ 
degrees in the former were con- 


ferred on seven University of Al- 
berta graduates and in medicine on 
20 at a special convocation Satur-

TWO OF THE MEDICAL gradu- 
ates were CWAC volunteers and 
the rest “other ranks” of the Royal 
Canadian Army Medical Corps. 

The chancellor, Mr. Justice Frank 
Ford, conferred the degrees, in- 
cluding in absentia degrees on four 
of the dental graduates, as well as 
doctorates in law on W. D. Albright, 
Beaverlodge experimental sub- 
station, and Dr. A. C. Rankin, dean 
emeritus of medicine. The absent 
dental graduates are still on duty 
in different parts of Canada. Dr. 
Albright was prevented by illness 
from being present. 

FOLLOWING THE invocation by 
Brother Prudent, rector of St. 
Joseph's College, President Robert 
Newton delivered his report to 


| convocation. 


“By the time the last class in 
medicine graduates next October,” 
he said, “the accelerated classes 
will have graduated 225 doctors. 
Of these, 47 gained two months, 33 
gained four months, 35 nine months, 
36 twelve months, 32 sixteen 
months, 20 sixteen months and 22 
who will graduate next October 
will have gained 20 months.” 

HE EXPLAINED that these last 
and the class which graduated 
Saturday night will, however, spend 
a year interning. 

“Five accelerated classes in dent- 
istry have graduated 54 students 
of whom 14 gained: five months, 
eight gained nine months, 14 gained 
twelve months, 11 gained 17 months 
and seven 21 months.” 
TOUCHING SOME of the diffi- 
culties which attended the acceler- 
ated classes; Dr. Newton said the 
students 
severely from fatigue and lack of 
time for the crowded curriculum, 
and the full time staff had demon- 
strated their “practical patriotism” 
by voluntarily working the year 
round without extra pay. 

“And now,” Dr. Newton went on, 
“come students released from the 
armed forces. Over 15,000 veteran 
students entered Canadian univer- 
sities in 1945, of which the Univer- 
sity of Alberta's share was 850. 
This week there have been 500 
more, so there are now registered 
about 3,275 students and it is not 
impossible that number will be 
doubled by fall—three times the 
number in 1921 when the last build- 
ing on this campus was built.” 

HE PAID TRIBUTE to the vet- 
erans by characterizing them as 
“serious and capable students.” 

A permanent building program 
Was now necessary, he said. “The 
upswing following the last war 
when the government had no set- 
tled veteran training program did 
not subside for years.

LONDON, Jan, 7.—(Reuters)— 
The Times in an editorial survey- 
ing Canada’s post-war industrial 
conversion, said today that “The 
Canadian government has shown a 
thoroughly businesslike spirit in its 
plans for the conversion of the 
Dominion’s war industries to the 
purposes of peace.” 

“The Dominion now enters the

IMAGINE THE FEELINGS of a. 


man who has heard those words 
kicked around by punsters and 
would-be humorists «for the past 
two or three years, suddenly find- 
ing that he has to wear them him- 
self for the rest of his life. 

These were the two basic reasons 
for the protests which met the ap- 
pearance of the button.

They 
pointed out that after the last war 
men who. served in theatres of war 
were issued the bronze badge with 
}the Union Jack shields which bore 
ithe words “For service at the 
front.” Such a badge was something 
a man could wear with pride. 

It is too bad that the officials 
who were charged with designing a 
more satisfactory badge hadn't 
ltaken some of this criticism into 
| account. The resentment felt against 
ithe badge as it is presently de- 
signed still stands. 

HOWEVER | CAN’T HELP but 
think that perhaps in the long run 
ithe badge as it is designed may 
serve a useful purpose. If it helps 
to wipe out the distinction between 
the men who served in Canada and 
/the men who served overseas then 
it will be a good thing. After all it 
is given. only to volunteers. And I 
still feel that once a man has vol- 
unteered where he served was the
